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INTERIM  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER 
OF  HEALTH  FOR  THE  YEAR  1946 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Urban  District  Council  of  Worsley. 


August,  1947. 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  district  and  the  work  carried  out  in  the  Public  Health  Department 
for  the  year  1946. 

Birth  Rate.— During  the  year  there  has  not  been  any  great  variation  in 
the  Birth  Rate  from  that  of  1945. 

Death  Rate. — Very  low  as  regards  Acute  Infections  but  rather  high  as 
regards  Cancer  and  Cardio-Vascular  Diseases. 

Pre-Natal  and  Post-Natal  Clinics  are  carried  out  at  the  Park  Road 
Centre,  under  the  care  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council  and  judging  from 
the  excellent  results  achieved  it  would  appear  that  the  administration  is 
most  satisfactory. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  is  carried  out  regularly  at  the  Clinic 
and  the  results  are  most  gratifying.  There  has  been  no  death  during  the 
year. 


Measles. — An  epidemic  of  Measles  began  in  the  district  about  Novem¬ 
ber  5th,  and  was  still  going  strong  at  the  end  of  the  year.  There  was  no 
mortality  and  the  majority  of  cases  ran  their  normal  course,  at  least  free 
from  any  serious  complications. 

Tuberculosis. — Pulmonary  has  been  on  the  increase  in  this  area,  but 
this,  too,  is  pretty  general. 

Overcrowding. — There  is  still,  as  in  most  districts,  considerable  over¬ 
crowding.  However,  for  the  past  few  months  I  have  noticed  an  improvement 
in  this  direction,  and  in  spite  of  the  shortages  of  materials  it  is  astounding 
what  is  being  accomplished  in  that  direction.  The  extreme  cases  are  of 
course  receiving  priority.  Old  broken  down  property  is  about  our  greatest 
burden  and  I  am  looking  forward  to  the  day  when  demolition  on  a  large 
scale  can  be  ordered. 

During  the  year  there  was  an  occurance  of  unusual  interest  in  the 
district.  There  were  three  outbreaks  of  Food  Poisoning  amongst  the  miners 
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at  several  collieries.  First  outbreak  affected  16  men.  Second  outbreak  22 
men.  Third  outbreak  167  men.  In  each  case  the  onset  was  sudden,  all 
complained  of  dizziness,  vomiting,  severe  abdominal  pain  and  diarrhoea. 

All  improved  after  about  twenty  four  hours  and  there  was  no  mortality. 

Systematic  investigations  were  carried  out  from  every  possible  angle  and 
the  organism  was  isolated.  It  was  found  to  be  due  to  the  Staphylococcus 
Pyogenes  Aureus.  As  this  organism  was  isolated  from  a  cut  on  the  right 
hand  of  the  man  who  was  responsible  for  the  cooking  and  pickling,  etc.  of 
the  meat,  it  was  finally  decided  that  he  was  harbouring  the  organism  and 
accordingly,  that  the  infection  was  coming  from  that  source.  Subsequently 
this  man  had  a  course  of  local  and  constitutional  treatment  and  was  soon 
negative  to  staphylococcal  infection.  'The  usual  advice  was  given  to  the 
personnel  engaged  at  the  cooking  centre  re  cleanliness  and  the  danger  of 
allowing  lesions  in  the  hands  etc.  to  go  untreated.  There  has  been  no  re¬ 
occurrence. 

Conclusion. — I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  who  have  so  ably  helped  me  in 
every  possible  way  and  above  all  to  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  staff 
of  the  Public  Health  Department  who  have  on  every  possible  occasion  given 
loyal  support  and  carried  out  their  duties  in  a  pleasant  and  highly  satisfactory 
manner.

Two  sal  on  cars  for  sitting  cases  are  now  used  in  addition.  This  service  has 
been  much  appreciated.  The  ambulance  made  561  journeys  during  the  year 
and  the  saloon  cars  694  journeys  and  conveyed  776  patients.

(b)  Dairies,  Milk  Shops. —  There  are  57  milk  purveyors  other  than  cow- 

keepers.  Regular  inspections  of  the  premises  were  made  during 
the  year. 

(c)  Farms — There^  are  30  dairy  farms  and  540  cows  in  the  District. 

All  the  farms  were  inspected  at  least  twice  during  the  year  with  a 
view  to  cleanliness,  lime-washing  and  structural  condition.  The 
cleanliness  of  the  cows  and  of  the  milkers  was  also  watched, 
together  with  methods  for  sterilising  the  utensils,  cooling,  bottling 
and  sterilising  the  milk.  Scarcity  of  labour  has  been  blamed  for  a 
lower  standard  of  cleanliness,  particularly  with  regard  to  milk 
bottles.  This  is  receiving  special  attention. 

(d)  Samples. 

(1)  For  tuberculous  milk — 21  samples  were  taken. 

All  were  found  to  be  free  from  Tubercle  Bacilli. 

(2)  For  bacterial  content —

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

The  Birthday  card  scheme  is  successfully  appealing  to  many  parents  to 
have  their  babies  protected  against  diphtheria.  Regular  immunisation  clinics 
have  been  held  throughout  the  year.  It  is  evident  from  enquiries  made  that 
many  children  have  been  immunised  privately,  88  per  cent,  of  the  children 
have  been  immunised,  which  is  a  very  satisfactory  state  of  affairs.

Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1940-42. 

'These  Regulations  require  particulars  of  all  persons  of  certain  specified 
ages  who  have  been  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  to  be  forwarded  to  the 
Ministry  of  Labour  ;  the  object  is  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Medical 
Boards  for  enlistment  in  His  Majesty’s  Forces.  There  were  nocase->  in  1946. 

Canal  Boats. 

Twenty-three  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  and  conditions 
found  to  be  satisfactory.  No  women  or  children  were  living  on  boa  id  the 
boats;  in  no  case  was  there  more  than  one  male  living  on  board.  No 
infectious  disease  occurred  and  there  was  no  contravention  of  any  of  the 
regulations.

REPORT  OF  THE  SENIOR  SANITARY  INSPECTOR,  1946.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
Worsley  Urban  District  Council 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  sixth  Annual  Report  on  the  work 
carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Department  during  1946. 

Materials  are  still  in  short  supply,  and  our  most  pressing  problem,  the 
repair  of  house  property,  is  still  increasing.  Many  property  owners  who  are 
eager  to  carry  out  repairs  are  being  handicapped  in  their  efforts.  Many  more 
who  are  not  very  eager  to  do  anything  at  all  are  making  the  difficulties  of 
short  supply  an  excuse  to  evade  their  responsibilities,  so  between  the  two  we 
are  not  making  the  progress  I  should  like. 

An  added  problem  is  the  desire  for  Council  houses  by  people  living  in 
overcrowded  conditions,  and  by  those  who  desire  a  better  house  than  the 
one  in  which  they  are  living.  The  latter  class  are  the  people  who  are  com¬ 
plaining  most  of  the  state  of  the  house,  and  often  resent  any  attempt  to 
remedy  the  defects  about  which  they  complain.  They  prefer  to  retain  the 
grievance  in  order  to  strengthen  their  claim  for  a  new  house. 

During  the  year  a  definite  start  was  made  to  re-house  the  worst  cases. 
Of  the  fifty  prefabricated  houses  occupied  during  the  year,  forty-three  were 
let  so  as  to  relieve  overcrowding. 

Sixteen  houses  built  by  private  enterprise  were  also  oecupied  before  the 
end  of  1946. 

Since  then  more  rapid  progress  has  been  made  and  the  next  report  will 
show  a  much  brighter  picture.  The  Housing  Manager  has  kindly  supplied 
me  with  the  following  figures.  The  immediate  need  at  the  time  of  making 
this  report  is  as  follows  : —

The  Ambulance  Service  still  continues  to  work  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 
The  Ambulance  from  the  Manchester  Collieries,  now  the  National  Coal 
Board,  has  responded  to  every  call  which  has  been  placed  upon  it,  and  in 
every  possible  way  they  have  been  efficient,  helpful  and  courteous,  and  have, 
on  many  occasions,  exceeded  in  service  what  we  could  have  demanded. 
They  made  561  journeys  during  the  year. 

Our  own  Car  Service  has  been  one  of  the  most  valued  amenities  in  the 
district  and  many  expressions  of  gratitude  have  been  received  from  people  to 
whom  it  has  been  of  service. 

A  particularly  appreciated  feature  has  been  the  free  service  to  old  age 
pensioners.  This  has  been  a  real  blesssing  to  many,  and  several  elderly 
people  who  could  not  previously  afford  the  fee  have  been  able  to  attend 
hospitals  and  clinics  for  treatment  and  have  considerably  benefited  thereby. 

During  the  year  694  journeys  were  made  and  776  patients  conveyed  to 
and  from  hospital. 

Expectant  mothers  have  been  carefully  considered,  and  arrangements 
made  for  all  who  are  wise  enough  to  make  enquiries  beforehand.  They  are 
supplied  with  information  which  guarantees  their  safe  conveyance  to  hospital 
or  nursing  home  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night,  and  their  relief  when  informed 
of  these  provisions  makes  one  feel  the  work  is  really  worth  while. 

Although  there  were  over  1300  patients  carried  by  our  various 
ambulances  during  the  year,  there  has  not  been  a  single  mishap,  nor  to  the 
best  of  our  knowledge  and  belief,  a  -single  complaint  from  any  patient. 

The  only  people  who  have  complained  are  those  who  come  into  the 
office  during  the  forenoon  when,  the  cats  are  out  and  expect  to  find  a  car 
waiting  for  them,  or  who  wish  to  go  as  a  passenger  when  the  car  is  already 
fully  occupied  by  genuine  patients.  As  our  first  consideration  is  the  comfort 
of  the  patient,  these  people  have  to  be  refused  and  informed  that  passengers 
cannot  be  accommodated  when  patients  are  waiting  to  be  taken  for  treatment. 

During  the  year  I  have  carr'ed  out  many  experiments  wfth  D.D.T.  for 
the  extermination  of  vermin  and  am  satisfied  that  we  have  at  last  a  powerful 
and  efficient  weapon  for  the  destruction  of  all  insect  pests,  and  that  in  future 
the  real  and  lasting  disinfestation  of  houses  and  bedding  will  be  a  simple  and 
far  from  costly  operation. 
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The  collection  of  salvage  is  still  one  of  our  chief  activities  and  the 
amount  collected  does  not  vary  greatly.  This  year  we  received  £848  13s.  5d. 
for  salvage  against  £817  17s.  4d.  the  previous  year. 

Although  there  is  no  general  slaughtering  in  the  district  food  inspection 
occupied  a  great  deal  of  our  time,  and  the  detailed  list  given  in  the  report 
shows  the  infinite  variety  of  food  examined.  When  it  is  borne  in  mind  that 
the  amount  surrendered  and  destroyed  is  a  very  small  proportion  of  the  total 
examined,  some  idea  is  obtained  of  the  amount  of  time  taken  up  by  this 
branch  of  Public  Health. 

The  general  shortage  makes  it  a  most  anxious  feature  of  our  work  for  we 
have  to  draw  a  very  fine  line  between  what  is  fit  and  what  is  unsuitable, 
always  remembering  that  what  is  condemned  is  lost  to  the  community,  on 
the  other  hand  any  chance  taken  with  a  suspicious  article  may  result  in  a 
case  of  food  poisoning. 

We  had  a  nasty  experience  of  food  poisoning  during  the  year  when 
three  outbreaks  occurred  among  the  colliery  workmen  who  received  food 
from  the  Catering  Department  at  Sandhole  Colliery  and  over  two  hundred 
miners  were  affected.  No  less  than  seventy-seven  swabs  had  to  be  taken 
before  a  human  carrier,  who  was  believed  to  be  the  cause,  was  discovered. 

During  the  year  a  wandering  band  of  van  dwellers  came  into  the  district 
and  tried  to  establish  themselves.  They  were  not  true  gypsies  who  came  for 
a  few  days  and  then  moved  on,  but  a  crowd  of  undesirables  who  made 
themselves  most  objectionable,  and  a  combined  effort  on  the  part  of  the 
Local  Authority,  the  Police  and  the  Bridgewater  Estates  was  required  before 
they  left  the  district. 

The  routine  work  of  the  department  is  proceeding  as  usual.  Complaints 
are  received  and  investigated  and  if  anything  is  required  we  try  to  remedy 
the  defects.  Rats  are  dealt  with  according  to  the  Rodent  Control  instruct¬ 
ions,  and  insecticides  are  given  out  when  required. 

The  usual  licences  are  issued  for  the  sale  of  milk,  for  the  sale  of  ice 
cream,  and  to  hawkers,  and  for  the  storage  of  petrol  and  carbide. 

Bakehouses  and  food  premises  are  examined,  farms,  dairies,  and  factories 
visited,  and  canal  boats  are  kept  under  observation.  Milk  samples  are  taken 
for  cleanliness,  and  we  co-operate  with  the  County  Council  Inspectors  in  the 
sampling  of  food  and  drugs,  as  they  are  the  Food  and  Drug  Authority  for  all 
County  Districts. 

Detailed  lists  are  given  of  some  of  the  work  done  by  the  department, 
which  show  that  progress  is  being  made,  although  not  as  rapidly,  nor  as 
extensively  as  I  should  like.

Collection  of  Refuse  and  Salvage 


We  have  three  Vulcan  wagons  with  steel  trailers  and  two  Karrier 
Bantam  wagons  in  constant  use  for  the  collection  of  salvage  and  refuse. 
Approximately  5,000  tons  of  refuse  was  disposed  of  by  tipping  at 
Berry  field. 

The  amount  of  salvage  collected  during  the  year  was  274  tons,  5  cwt, 
2  qrs.  This  was  sold  for  £B43  13s.  5d. 

The  amount  of  edible  waste  collected  and  sent  to  Bolton  for  conversion 
into  pig  food  remained  fairly  constant  during  the  year  in  spite  of  licences 
granted  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  to  private  collectors. 
146  tons  were  collected  and  sold  for  ,£219  0s.  Od.
